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REASONS for ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
A close prior art, Hase et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,365,925), discloses most of the 
limitations of the claims, but fails to show at least an n-type second compound semiconductor 
layer having an impurity doping density ranging form lxl0 17 cm* 3 to lxl0 18 cm~ 3 with an energy 
level lower than the first compound semiconductor layer and energy level greater than the third 
compound semiconductor layer.
